Between the Unabomber and the 
Montana Freemen, former Granite 
City resident Clinton Van Zandt is 
very popular right now. 

A former FBI agent, it was his 
security consulting firm’s analysis of 
private letters and the Unabomber 
manifesto that led to the arrest of 
Theodore Kaczynski. Kaczynski; 
suspected of being the Unabomber 
responsible for three deaths and 23 
injuries since the late 1970s, has been 


charged in Montana with possession 
of bomb parts. 

As the FBI’s former chief hostage 
negotiator involved in the Waco and 
Ruby Ridge incidents, Van Zandt is 
in demand as a commentator on the 
stand-off in Montana. 

“I’m getting caught between the 
two,” he said Tuesday. “It’s been an 
absolute media feeding frenzy 

“Fame is always fleeting, and 
today’s news becomes tomorrow’s 
history,” he said. “I’m waiting for 
this to become history.”’ 

Van Zandt — a 1963 graduate of 


Granite City High School and a 1971 
graduate of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville — retired 
from the FBI last year after 25 

years. During much of that time, he 
was a hostage negotiator and spent 
the last few years of his career in the 
bureau’s behavioral science unit 
doing personality profiles and threat 
assessments. 

After leaving the FBI, he became a 
security consultant in Fredricksburg, 
Va. He became involved in the 
Unabomber case in December when 
a private investigator from Chicago 


asked if his company could do a 
comparison of the Unabomber’s 
35,000-word manifesto and two 
personal letters. 

Van Zandt performed two analyses 
He said the first, using a psychiatrist 
and a linguist, established a 60 
percent probability that the letters 
and manifesto were written by the 
same person. 

The second analysis by two 
communications experts produced an 
80 percent likelihood.

Madison targets National City

While National City village officials 
have said they don’t want to consider 
joining neighboring communities, 
Madison city officials Tuesday 
approved a plan to begin negotiations 
to absorb the town 

At a meeting Tuesday, the Madison 
City Council approved a motion to 
allow City Attorney Casper 
Nighohossian to start negotiating with 
National City on a possible merger or 
annexation. 

Alderman John Hamm, chairman of 
the council’s Finance Committee, said 
the National Stockyard Co. is _ 
encouraging National City to start 
negotiations with rearby communities. 

“We need to get involved,’’ Hamm 
said 

Both Madison and Fairmont City 
have submitted proposals to the 
stockyards. Both Hamm and Fairmont 
City Mayor Alex Bregen said they have 
not received a reply from the 


stockyards about their proposals 

Hamm said one of biggest reasons 
for action is the potential development 
that would be spurred by the 
construction of a new bridge across the 
Mississippi River. 

“Tt would open up a lot of businesses 
for us,’’ Hamm said 

Over the past.several months, 
Madison and FairmomtCity have been 
positioning themselves for a possible 
takeover ‘of the town. Those maneuvers 
include the annexing by both 
municipalities of property adjoining 
National City. While Fairmont City 
approved annexation of the property 
the day before Madison, Madison city 
officials said the issue would probably 
be resolved in court

Most of 29 initial clients are sticking with program 


Madison County’s new drug court 
appears to be the perfect prescription for 
first-time drug offenders. 

Despite a few glitches in its first full 
month of operation, officials are = 
optimistic for the program’s progress an 
pleased with the attitudes of program 
participants. 

“I’m real pleased,”’ said Madison 
County Chief Criminal Judge Edward C. 
Ferguson, the court’s administrator. 
“We've adjusted a few things, including 
the days and times of hearings, to better 
accommodate the clients. 

“This is a learning experience for us, 
but it seems to be running a lot smoother 
than I expected.” 

The drug court program, which kicked 
off March 1, has enlisted 29 clients who 
agreed to participate as an alternative to 
other possible court sentences. Of those, 
three dropped ‘out immediately and the 
status of two others is uncertain 


“‘We knew before this program started 
that some clients would drop out,’’ 
Ferguson said. ‘‘This is very intense 
treatment and there has been and will 
continue to be some people who will 
choose not to commit themselves to it. 

I'm pleasantly' surprised with the number 
of clients who have remained faithful. 

“We have two clients that attended a 
few treatment sessions, but quit,” he said. 


“We have issued warrants for these — 


People. It’s a shame because they nevér 
really got started.’’

Of the 24 who faithfully attend 
treatment, 16 are men and eight are 
women. Twenty of those offenders were 
charged with cocaine possession, one with 
driving with a revoked license and three 
for property offenses. 

Treatment is provided by Piasa Health 
Care in Alton and Granite City. 

The program is designed to treat 
first-time drug offenders and has been 
expanded to include defendants charged 
with’ felony prostitution, felony deceptive 
practices and felony theft, crimes often 
related to drug use. 

“Some of these crimes are fueled by a 
drug addiction,” Ferguson said. ‘‘Through 
the screening process, we can determine 
if someone has a drug problem.”’ 

Clients who enroll in the program are 
required to attend regular status hearings 
while in treatment. Ferguson said he uses 
the hearings to get feedback from the 
clients. 

“If the clients are having problems, I 
want to hear about them,”’ he said. 
“We've discovered 15 things that never 
came up during the planning phase of this 
court. Right now we’re working on 
solutions for child care and 
transportation.”’ 


Ferguson said feedback from the clients 
has resulted in modified court times and 
hearing schedules 

*‘What I'm hearing from most of the 
clients is that the treatment occupies a lot 
of their time,’’ he said. ‘‘The majority of

throughout the treatment. Some have had - 


setbacks. = 

“‘When they come to court, the first 
thing I ask them is why they used 
(drugs),’” he said. “I ask them if they 
met up with old friends or had a death in 
the ‘family. Some:of the clients have been 
real successful and some people are 
really struggling. 

“‘We have to keep in mind that some of 
the people have other problems,”’ he said. 
“They ive a lot of stress in their lives 
and that may be why they started using 
drugs in the first place.’’ 

Ferguson said five of the clients have 
secured employment since beginning 
treatment. 

“That’s a real plus,’’ he said. ‘Some of 
these people are really trying to change 
their lives. I've heard more than one say 
this is a new start at life. Some of the 
employers are really helping-out. They 
are adjusting work schedules around the 
treatment.”’ 

Ferguson said some clients are very 
suspicious when they appear in court, but 
are beginning to loosen up. 

“A lot of them are suspicious and want 
to know what the sudden interest is,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We’re here to keep them in the 
program. If they have problems, I want 
to hear about them.’’ 

Ferguson said he expects to enlist 
between 10 and 15 new clients each 
month

Traffic fatalities on rise 


Traffic fatalities on Illinois roads continued a disturbing 
trend in 1995, increasing again over the previous year’s 
figure — which had beén the highest since 1990. , 

‘A total of 1,596 people died in accidents in 1995, 38 more 
than-in 1994. One consolation is that the increase was 
considerably less than that of 1994, when the fatality 
figure rose by 162 over the 1993 mark of 1,392. 

Another hopeful sign is that the rate of traffic fatalities 
is expected to remain the same, at 1.7 deaths per 100 
million miles of travel, because miles traveled on Illinois 
roads rose about 1 percent, according to the Illinois 
Department of Transportation. 

Nonetheless, the fact that fatalities have risen for the 
past two years is cause for concern. 

Especiaily disturbing is the sharp increase in deaths on 
county and township roads in the state last year. Those 
fatalities rose by 17.6 percent, compared to the overall 
increase of 2.4 percent. 

As a matter of fact, separating those roads from the 
statistical data, there was a 1.9 percent decrease in 
deaths on U.S. and Illinois-marked highways and a 9.1 
percent decline in fatalities on interstates. 

Rural roads always pose a problem because of their 
configuration, frequently marked by curves and hills and 
reduced speed limits that many drivers ignore. 

Because those roads are less traveled and not moni- 
tored as closely by police, many motorists take unneces- 
sary risks and travel much faster than they should. 

This is why it was welcome news when Gov. Jim Edgar 
decided last year to keep the speed limit on rural roads at 
55 mph, despite the fact that federal speed limits rose 
automatically to 65 mph on those roads after the national 
55 mph speed limit was overturned by Congress. 

Every driver has a moral responsibility to keep our 
roads Safe. Driving after drinking and ‘exceeding speed 
limits make those roads a danger to others. Not wearing 
seat belts jeopardizes our chances of surviving an acci- 
dent. ‘ 

Let’s all do our part to try to reverse this disturbing 
increase in traffic fatalities.on Illinois roads.

Both Haine and Weber are well known to anyone even 
remotely familiar with Madison County politics. While 
both men are passionate about the legal profession and 
often outspoken, their differences in style and tone are 
enormous. : 

Republican Weber’s sometimes abrasive manner has 
landed him in hot water more than once, but few could 
contest the effectiveness of his courtroom style or the 
significance of his achievement ‘in grabbing a countywide 
office in an overwhelmingly Democratic county, even if 
only for a single term. 

Democrat Haine, who will be seeking his third term as 
state’s attorney, is a respected political, civic and com- 
munity leader. 

We think an election contest between the two would not 
only be a healthy political exercise but also an effective 
way for the public to have a role in learning more about 
the criminal justice system and helping to set some 
priorities for its future in Madison County. 

Decisions by prosecutors and judges are sometimes 
lauded, sometimes condemned and often misunderstood. 

We hope Weber will offer a candidacy in the November 
election if for no other reason than as a platform to 
address some of the misunderstandings.

Motor-voter law flunks 


The.turnout in last month’s primary election was 
predictably low, but the. really dismal showing among 
vote! who registered under -the state’s ill-conceived 
motor-voter system ought to be another reminder to state 
officials of how an opportunity to encourage political 
involvement has been Badly bungled. : 

In Madison County, only 21 percent of eligible voters 
went to the polls. 

However, the turnout among motor-voter registrants 
eligible to vote only in federal, elections was a terrible 2 
percent. 

The federal motor-voter law required states to offer 
registration at drivers license stations’ and other state 
agencies. The law was quickly embraced in full in every 
state but Mississippi and Illinois, both of which adopted 
two-tiered systems extending motor-voter registration 
only to federal elections 

As a result, when Illinois residents register at a drivers 
license office or other state agency, they will receive a 
registration card stamped for federal elections only 
unless they. specifically ask for complete registration for 
local and state elections as well 

County clerks, the people who must’ administer voter 
registration and election procedures, have complained 
about the additional ‘costs to the taxpayers in maintaining 
two-tiered records. 

But perhaps the. most telling argument against the 
cumbersome system is the result at the ballot box. 

It is obvious that motor-voter registrants were discour- 
aged: by their restriction to federal elections only, and 
that’s clear proof that our state’s narrow-minded inter- 
pretation of a law designed to encourage voting has had 
just the opposite effect. 

We continue to believe this bad law should be repealed.

the mentally ill or senior 
citizens, “unless you can 
produce some money out of 
thin air.” 

Daniels maintained his 
numbers are sound. ‘“‘This is 
not smoke and mirrors,” sai 
Daniels, R-Elmhurst. ‘“Thi 
real money.”” 

Daniels contends his 
proposal would give schools 
more money than the current 
Edgar budget and help them 
quicker than the doomed 
Edgar proposed constitutional 
amendment, which would have 
gone on November's ballot. 

For instance, Daniels said

million under the Edgar 
budget.

When a person is injured on the job, he is nor- 
mally entitled to certain benefits pursuant to the 
Workers’ Compensation Act. An injured employee 
may be entitled to temporary total disability for 
the period of time he missed work, reasonable 
and necéssary medical expenses, an a lump sum 
award for the permanent nature of his disability. 


Sometimes the question arises as to whether a 
worker's injury is compensable if it was sustained 
off the employer's premises. In one recent case, a 
nurse was leaving the hospital where she worked 
and heading toward her car which was parked on 

_a public parking lot. As she approached her vehi- 
cle, she was struck by another car which was leav- 
ing the parking lot. The question then arose as to 
whether she was entitled to Workers’ Compensa- 
tion benefits. 


Iinois law provides that injuries which occur 
off the employer's premises are generally not 
compensabie unless (1) the employee’s presence 
was required in the performance of his or her 
duties and (2) the employee is thereby exposed to 
a risk common to the general public but to a 
‘degree greater than other persons. In one case 
decided in 1986, an employee punched her time 
clock; walked approximately 20 feet, and exited

the building through a- doorway she was in- 
structed to use. As the employee was walking on 
the sidewalk outside the doorway toward the 
employee parking lot, she slipped and fell on ice. 
She was eventually hospitalized for back trouble, 
and two surgical operations were later performed. 


The employer argued that her injuries were not 
compensable since they were sustained on 
private property. The industrial Commission 
found that the access claimant used was the one 
required for use by the employer, and therefore in- 
cidental to her assigned duties. The Industrial 
Commission also found that the flurry of exiting 
employees, combined with the icy sidewalk condi- 
tions, created a risk to which the claimant was 
more susceptible than the general public. The In- 
dustrial Commission thus concluded that the clai- 
mant’s injury was compensable. This decision 
was later affirmed by the Appellate Court. 

‘With regard to the nurse who was leaving the 
hospital in the example noted above, her case ap- 
pears to be ‘similar to that just discussed. If the 
nurse can show that her presence was required in 
the parking lot and that she was exposed to a 
greater risk than that of the public at large, her in- 
jury would also be compensable.

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Judge reviewing arguments 
on Robert Sims’ lawsuit 


A Madison County judge has 
taken under advisement -argu- 
ments to dismiss -a lawsuit 
filed by Robert Sims, who 
alleges two local authors and a 
national television network 
incriminated him in. the mur- 
ders of his infant daughters. 

Madison County Circuit 
Judge Randy Bono said he will 
review nearly four hours of 
oral arguments before ruling 
on a motion to dismiss the 
suit. 

Sims, whose ex-wife, Paula, 
was convicted of murdering 
the couple's daughter in their 
Alton home in 1989 and subse- 
quently confessed, filed a libel 
suit in Cook County Circuit 
Court in October 1994. 

The 19-count suit, which has 
been moved to Madison Coun- 
ty, claims Don Weber, a Col- 


ke Hnsville attorney and Paula 


ims’ prosecutor, and his co- 
author, Charles Bosworth Jr., 
defamed his name in their 
book and screenplay Precious 
Victims. 

Robert Sims, who now lives 
in Glen Carbon, briefly attend- 


ed the hearing Tuesday in 
Edwardsville. 
The suit seeks more than 


$400,000 in damages against 
the ‘two authors, publishing 
company Penguin’ Books USA, 
Inc., CBS Inc. and Laurel Film 
Inc. 

New York attorney Edward 
Rosenthal, who represents the 
authors and publishing compa- 
ny, argued for the dismissal, 
claiming the contents of the 
book are protected under the 
First Amendment.

Taxpayers who owe money can attach IRS Form 9465 or send 
a statement with their return stating they want to work out an 
installment agreement 

True procrastinators who want an automatic extension allow- 
ing them to file by August 15 need to submit Form 4868 by April 
15, Mongelluzzo said it is advisable to pay any additional tax 
with the extension to avoid interest charges and possible penal- 
ties. 

If youre really a procrastinator and haven't filed your 1992 
tax return, you must file by April 15, 1996, to get any refund 
Amendments to'1992 returns also must be filed by April 15.

“As The World Turns” never 
had the intrigue of East St.

Even the area of sports 
cannot go unnoticed, 
specifically at East St. Louis 
Senior High, where the 1995-96 
school year will be 
remembered as the saga of 
football coach Bob Shannon. 

Considered a hero at East 
Side after leading the Flyers to 
six state championships and 
two second-place finishes in 19 
seasons, Shannon jumped ship 
prior to the second game of ~ 
the season in an effort to draw 
attention’ to wrongdoing in the 
district, including his concern 
over the allocation of money 
for his team’s season-opening 
road trip to Chicago. 

Before long, as the mud 
flew, it was revealed that 
Shannon had accepted money 
from corporations willing to 
pay him as a motivational 
speaker, but the money, 
including $15,000 from Wal 
Mart, had been placed in his 
own banking account rather 
than directed to the receiver of 
the checks: East St. Louis 
Senior High School. 

By the time the dust had 
cleared, Shannon remained 
loyal enough to plead for his 
job, but the school board 
wanted nothing to do with the 
coach even though he had won 
a National Coach of the Year 
honor and was the subject of a 
book and featured by Sports 
Illustrated. 

East St. Louis’ loss then 
became Alton High's gain as 
the 51-year-old coach received 
the support of Alton native Ed 
Bigutowers a recognized 
collegiate basketball official as 
well as Alton grade school 
superintendent. Shannon 
gained a 7-0 Alton board 
approval. 

Yet, that did not mean the 
saga would end in East St. 
Louis. According to 
information from a source 
there, Shannon is seeking 
$32,000 in severance pay from 
the East St. Louis board for 
sick days accrued. In addition, 
the coach has submitted a 
letter to the board seeking pay 
for the entire fall football 
season. 

Who can blame Shannon? If 
others have dipped into the 
lucrative loopholes in the 
teachers’ contract, why 
shouldn’t he?
